ROSEBEN.THE WHIRLWIND. 

RUNS SEVEN FURLONGS IN 1:22, SHATTERING 
THE RECORDS ON ALL COURSES. 

Davy Johnson Is Said to Have Waerered $50,000 That 
the Son of Ben Strome Would Beat 
, 1:25— An EzcitinF Performance. 



Xow York, October Ifi. — Roschen. the champion 
ftpriiiler of the year, luui the fastest horse of his 
liiiK-. ran seven fiirloiiRs at Belmont Park this after- 
noon in 1:22. There were nearly l.I.OOO people at 
tin* ooni'se and they practically cheered themselves 
lioars<* at this most wcaiderfnl achievement on the 
part of Davy .Tohnson's bread winner. 'Ilie best 
previous record for seven-eighths of a mile was 
1 made by Bella B., over the straightaway 
at Moninonlii Park. .Ini.v 8. 1890. She was then a 
livc-.v<*iir-old and carrie<l 10:i pounds. The tiest 
record for seven-eighths of .a mile around two turns 
is 1 :2.'i. ll was made at Saratoga .\ngnst 8. 1902. 
liy The Miisket<*er. lie lyeing then .a four-year-old. 
and carrying 108 |M>ntuls. At Slieepsiicad Bay, June 
2ti of the pres(*nt year. Halifax, witli 119 ixHinds 
up. ran .s»‘ven furlongs over the main <*our.se, 
around ime turn, in 1 :24J. That was the record for 
the distan(*e on oval or circular courses until today. 
The course over which Rt>sehen ran is straight frian 
the starting point for one-quarter of a mile, tiien 
there is a wide sweeping l>end of tliree-elghths of a 
mile and tlien a straight homestretch of one-quarter 
of a mile. The previous reisird for this course was 
1 :2.'*. made b.v the fonr-year-old -Verouaiit, with 126 
istiinds up. .lnne.:i, last.’ 

TIh* race irlllch prodnce<l this amazing pierforni- 
ance was the fifth, a condition affair for which 
tlicre were originall.v entered fottrteeu horses. Rosc- 
lien’s iiresence with onl.v 126 |)onnds up scared out 
all save the nm-onsidered Beanclere. The i>rl«-es 
quotol were 1 to NO Roseben and tXt to 1 Beanclei'e. 
Onl.v a few wagers were registercil in the lietting 
ring. fJeorge Rose bet $.soo to win $10 with his 
next d<K»r neighbor. “Little Peter,’’ the C’allforni.i 
liliniger, risked $8,000 to win $100 with Billy Bev- 
erly. There was practically no market on the race, 
a few pikers took tiO to 1 against Beanclere for a 
dollar here and there. The blustering weather and 
a biting wind prevented the general public from 
wagering on a time proposition, but from the club- 
liouse there came rumors about tlie time the horst*s 
reached the post of big doings in this direction. 
After the jmrformance It was told tliat Davy John- 
son had wagerc'd $."st.0u0 at even money that his 
liorse would break all existing rec*ords at the dist- 
ance and lie won with jilent.v to spare. It was 
generally believe«l among the l«‘st informed that 
the »H>lerie of opnient eluhhouse commissioners l>o- 
tween tlicm sustained a loss of Sl.Vt.ttOo laying even 
money against Ros«>t>eu to beat the .\merican record 
for a circular track. 

.Shaw, who had the mount on the big horse, sent 
him off at full speed. He never gave him a 
moment’s respite and amidst general excitement and 
exclamations of wonder Roselien finished ont the 
Jie.'irl breaking journey staggering like a drunken 
man. -When Roselien returned to the scales with 
drooping liead and hard heaving sides, the band 
phi,v<si “ Hail to the Chief.” 

-Mthongli ’fourenne’s tirllllant performance in the 
Ranciio del Paso Stakes was dwarfe<l hy Rose- 
iien’s astounding feat, yet the Forsythe c*dfs 
acliievement was one of tin* most notable on record 
for a two-year-old. . The ease with which the Odd- 
fellow colt won astonished all lH‘iiolders. 

I.. Williams was all hut left at the post witli 
Alliert F.. tlie favorite in the opening race. Since 
W. B. Jennings t<s>k his departure for California. 
Williams has made a poor showing. 

The steeplechase was productive of as exciting 
and jnterestlng a contest as lias been seen this sea- 
s<Hi. Ray. wlio hud the mount on Bound Brook, 
the reemling favorite, roiie like a novice. In this 
case 11 was the liorse and not the rider that won 
out. .Io<*ke.v Jack .Martin, accomiuinied by his valet, 
left for .Canada today for a brief visit. Object, 
matrimony. 

BAD TRACK. BUT GOOD RACING, AT DALLAS. 

Dallas, Texas, Octolier 16. — it was gray and dar’ic 
imlay and the track had Irecinne stiff' and lioldiug. 
Despite the unfavorable I'ondilions, a good crowd 
turned out to s«“e six well balanced races. l>r. 
Flowii's wmi his maiden race at the meeting with 
1'achi‘ta, a lialf brotl:er to (Seorge Vivian. It was 
also the horse’s mahlen run. George Baldwin’s 
promising colt, .Montalban, at the favorite’s pr'ce. 
t<K>k the second ra<a* in a busy finish with Doric and 
Buster' .Jones. 'The latter showi*<l all tlie si»eed of 
his famous dam. Pearl Barnes, but failed to stay. 
Fr<*<i WiKid’s filly. Sand Storm, the first foal of tlie 
fuinous May Beach, signalizeil her three-.vear-old 
debut b.v taking the third race liandsouiely. San 
Priuio went down to defeat in the fifth. Durbar win- 
ning easily. Mart Gentry <*antereil home in tlie 
sixth.

JUDITH LOUISE AND HARDING CARRY HIS 
COLORS SUCCESSFULLY AT LOUISVILLE. 

Meadowbreeze Escapes the Jam at the Start and 
Wins the Handicap — Court Forbids the 
Starting of Debar. 



I.rf>nisville, Ky., October 16. — T.vday’a card at 
Churchill Downs wa.s as difficult a guessing proposi- 
tion ns specubitors have b<*en up against since the 
opening of tlie meeting. Tlie fields in moat of the 
races were large. Three favorites captiire<l purses. 
The longest iiriced winner during the afternoon wn.s 
Mis.s Officious which won the third race with 20 to 1 
against her. .Meailowhreeze, winner in the six 
furlongs handioip for all ages, was most favore<l 
in the race. He was away running and escaped 
the jam that occurred at the post. Goldmate. the 
favorite, suffered most li.v the interference and had 
his cliances jcnctically destroyml by the mixup. 

'I'wo from tlie stable of .J. B. Resiiess won during 
the afternoon. He backecl both. Judith Loulsi' 
took the opening raee. while Harding, in the fifth, 
bad things much his own way ami scoixnI a ridicu- 
lously easy victory. Harding lias retnrne<l to the 
good form he displayed before the injur.v that caused 
ids temporary retirement. 

'Fhe officials were serve<l with a court order for- 
lildding the starting of Debar in the fourth race. 
The order was granted lu <*ourt this morning on 
complaint of Thornton Moore, who is part owner 
of tlie horse. .Moore alleges that the horse la not 
in fit condition to race. T*here has for some time 
tieen a mlsunderstamling between Moore and Will 
Wooilard, Jr., who trains the horse. 

Presiding Judge Charles F. Price was not in the 
stand today. He went to Hlllslioro, O., to be in 
attendance at the funeral of Captain “Jack” Price. 

W. H. Flaer will ship John L. Inglis to Aqueduct. 
.Jockey Seder will ride him in all races. A. Bellew 
and J. Gass shipped their horses to Latonia tonight. 

At a sale of horses in the paddock before the 
races, the following owned liy various owners were 
dis|)osed of; Saronola, to C. E. McClain, for $70; 'Ty- 
biirnia, P. W. Xaper, $75; Lanzo, 15’.

TRYING TO SAVE BROWN FROM PRISON. 

New Orleans, La., October 16. — An effort is being 
made to save “Curley” Itrown from prison. Some of 
bis friends are urging that Judge Baker i»ermlt him 
to pay a fine of $1,000 instead of serving ihe three 
n.ontlis in addition to the fine of .S.’iOO. Before he was 
scnten<*e<i yesterday Brown made a statement in his 
own defense and plesdetl that in all his turf career 
nothing had ever been shown that reflected on his 
integrity. Brown said he lost more than $40,000 in 
the fitting up and operating of the Majestic restaur- 
ant in Cincinnati, representing his savings. He came 
here and rented the building on Gravier street for a 
commission house. Knowing nothing about the 
Imsiness he took Jake Hirsebberg and gave him a 
twenty-five per cent in the business and half the 
commissions. He rented a share of the Cotton Ex- 
change stock and placed it in the name of Uirsch- 
lierg, as Hlrschberg was to run the brokerage shoii. 
Brown says he found that he was under heavy ex- 
lieuse, and realized that it would be six or eight 
weeks Iiefore Hlrschberg could be ele<*te<l to mem- 
ersbip of the Exchange. Witness said that he then 
decided to open a iioolroom and to confine the play 
to the members of the Panama Club, but the thing 
got too big for him and ran away from him.” 



NEW HORSE AND AUTOMOBILE CAR. 

The Can.adian Pacific Railway Company has 
ordereil six cars from a new mixlel, designed for 
the transportation of horses or automobiles. Two 
of the cars have been finished and were put into 
service last week. The Toronto Simday World de- 
scribes the car as having been “built exactly after 
the style of a first-class coach, has provision for 
sixteen stalls, all of which can be removed- to make 
way for the carriage of autoniohlles. There is also 
a big space in the center in which there is ample 
room for the men and ail the feed and hay that 
can lie required. 'The car is built on a most solid 
and substantial scale, with iron-faced rubber-lined 
doors and fastenings that elephants couldn’t break 
or move. It is slxty-elglit feet long, nine feet wide 
on tlie inside, weighs 80,000 pounds and cost $8,000. 
Splendidly ventilated, it is doubtful if there is a 
lietter horse car running on any railway line any- 
where. At present it is proposed to use the Dvo 
cars finished for moving and advertising automobiles, 
a local company having engaged them for a trip 
first to Halifax, thence all along the line to Van- 
i*ouver and back again to this city. 'There are few 
horses moving at this season of the year.” 



HEFFERNAN TO RIDE FOR M’LAUGHLIN. 

New York, October 16.-s-James McLaughlin. Jr., 
has engaged the western lightweight jockey, Ueffer- 
nan, to pilot his horses at Plmlloo. Young 
5lcLaughUn will take a string muile up of horses 
lielouging to his father and oilier owners to Balti- 
more. Heffernan is a pnmiisiug lltth* cliap, Imi he 
must leurii to lie more alert at the |s>st Iiefore he 
can lio|M* lo achieve success in the saddle.

Tlie Friar, Plaudit, Kllmarnwk, Garry Hermann, 
Endurance b.v Right, Stalwart, Oiseau and Perverse, all brilliant racers, were among its long snccession 
of winners.

TURF WAR AT LOS ANGELES NOT LIKELY, M’CAFFERTY’S REINSTATEMENT A QUESTION. 

George Rose Says There la Room for Two Tracks President Williama Says There Is No Immediate 
and Dates Can Be Divided. Prospect of Such Action by Pacific Jockey Club. 



New A'ork. October 16. — The publication of tlie 
prosiiectus of the new racetrack to be established 
on “Lucky” Baldwin’s ranch, near I.oe Angeles. 
Cal., failed to disturb the serenity of Imokmaker 
George Rorie's mind. Rose is one of the principal 
owners of tlic As«»t Park track and, as sueli. is 
more deeply interested in tlie new racing venture 
than any one in the east. 

“The proposed racetrack Is a long ways off,” he 
said today. “It cannot be completed before next 
fall at least. When It Is ready, I will welcome 
it because I think two tracks will serve to attract 
more horses to that i>art of California than one. I'm 
willing to meet the new officials and arrange for an 
equitable share of racing dates. 'There will lie 
no racetrack warfare such as New Orleans ex|ieri- 
enced last .rear. 'There Is room enough for two 
tracks.” 

Hope to Be Ready for Racing Next Spring. 

T.os -Angeles, Cal.. Octolier 16. — If tiie plans as 
outlined b.v the Baldwin Racing .Association do not 
fail, I»8 -Angelans will have practically contiiiiious 
racing after 'Tbuuksgiving Da.v, as it is proiHised to 
rush the work of liuilding the track at Arcadia with 
a view to holding the first meeting next spring, be- 
ginning a few days after the meeting at Ascot 
Park. 

-Architect -A. F. Rosenlieim is drawing the plans 
for the grandstand, clultliouse and paddix'lt. Survey- 
ors have lieen on the ground for a week and work 
will he started iiiain the track as sooi: ns the sur- 
veyors finish their task of laying it out. 'The build- 
ings will be started as soon as isisslhle. wlilcli gen- 
eral manager Creveliiig sa.vs will Ik* within tbirt.v 
days. 

Secretary Alliright gives tlie iufwmation that 
three-fonrths of the sto<*k of the association was 
subscribed before tlie pajicrs of incorporation were 
drawn and that onl.v a small portion of Jbe reinain- 
itig one-fourth of the sto»*k Isaiu* will lie placed on 
sale, as the asso<*iation lias ample funds for carrying 
out its plans. 

I’resideiit Tliomas H. Williams, of the New 
California J<K-key Club, and J. D. Spreckels 
are not stocklioldcrs in tho association, lint gave 
their promise to “Lucky” Baldwin several months 
ago that they would liecome ass<«*iatcd with lilm 
in the enterprise when it was organized and it is 
exiiected that the.v will take the 8to*'k allotled to 
tliem and become members of the advisory Isiaril. 

Organization of the association was conducted 
without tnimiiets and was IncoriKirated as tlic -An- 
geliis Realty and Improvement Company, of which 
E. S. Albright is secretary, and when the Baldwin 
Racing .Association was ready to ash for IneiiriKira- 
tlon, the attorney for the association prepared the 
necessary papers in asking for the change in name 
to the Baldwin Racing Association. 'The plans 
were not made public until the organization was 
complete and the stock sold. 'Thus the association 
starts out in reality and not In prospect. 

Application will be made liy the asaociation for 
recognition by tlie Pacific Jockey Club. This action 
wUl be taken immediately, as the status of the as- 
sociatiou with the governing liody must be decided 
before active preparations are put in force for 
holding the meeting and inviting horsemen to parti- 
cipate. The stake iMiok will Ik* prepared and Issued 
before the first of the year, and it is believed liy the 
management that the horsemen who race at Ascot 
Park next season will liberally patronize the meet- 
lug. 



‘•’The news that ’Boots’ Diimell had been rein- 
stateil b.v the Pacific Coast Jockey Club stewards 
caused considerable surprise among turfmen here- 
abouts,” sa.vs the New York World. “This action 
of tlie Pacific Jockey Club stewards was totally 
unexpected. It was known that .John W. Gates had 
been busily engaged for months trying to effect this 
change of heart in the men who ruled Durnell off, 
but as he had failed so king turfmen had regarded 
the incident closed. 

“Tlie Jockey Club has not acted on the Diimell- 
McCafferty case, and until tliey do so Dtirnell can 
neither visit the local tracks nor rai-e liorses. But 
as the Jockey Club rulings are reciprocal in cases 
of this kiiKl it is onl.v a matter of days before 
Diiriiell will be In good standing again. 

“It was the opinion of raivgoers generally that 
tlie F’acific const officials should not stop with Dnr- 
neil. but Include John J. .McCafferty in the rulings 
of clemency. Tlie cases were similar and practically 
liiiigeii on each other: if Dnrnell was worthy of 
pardon then McCafferty was entitleil to tlie same 
kind of treatment, local turfmen declared. If this 
ejemenej’ is not shown to the latter tlien the miieli 
vaunted ‘All men are eipial on and tinder the tiirf,’ 
Is only a lie.” 

'The Morning Telegraph sa.vs that Diiniell will 
lose no time in making application to the Jockey 
Club for a trainer's license and it is the general 
understanding that when he gets it John AV. Gates 
will provide him with money to buy Iiorses. The 
Telegraph quotes President Thomas H. Williams, of 
the Pacific Jockey Club, as having said that he sees 
no immediate prospect of the reinstatement of John 
Mc<5ifl'ert,v. The Telegraph concludes with this: 

“It is iKit likely, however,* that he will remain 
off the turf after this season. Racing officials are 
not as inexorable as they appear to lie at times. 
'I'hey rarely enforce a life seiitenc*e against a man. 
-McCafferty is living at Sheepshead Kay, and Frank 
A'aii Meter is training the horses of Jerry Wernberg 
which were in his charge at Los Angeles last 
winter.” 

SCRANTON FLANS FOR A MILE TRACK. 

The Scranton Driving and Field Club owns the 
half mile track at Scranton, Pa., where last week 
a meeting of four days for runners was held. The 
Club was so much enciMiraged that it is planning 
racing on a more pretentious scale for next year. 
It luis been decided lo build a regulation mile 
tr.ack. The track is built over an abandoned coal 
mine. 'Tlie drainage is perfect. The water is 
<-arrie<I throiigli small drain pipes to the old mine 
shaft, -which is in the center field. S<*ranton has 
a iMipiiIation of over and from Wllkesharre 

and otlier nearliy places there is another 100,000 to 
draw from. The miners took great interest in the 
racing. 

ALL GRASS; NO DIRT. 

New York, October J6. — ^The onl,v exeliisively grass 
race course in tlie United States is to be constructed 
at liociist Valley, L. I., by a syndicate of wealtliy 
devotees of steeplechasing _heade<l by 'rbomas Ultcli- 
i*ock, Jr., Harry S. Page and Paul D. Cravath. The 
course will be laid out on land on tbe further side 
of the Central Boulevard that extends from Brook- 
▼ille to the clubhouse on the horse-sliow field. 'There 
will be a one mile steeplechase course and a one 
mile flat course, the cha.sers liaving water and brush 
jumps and tlie stiffest kind of a Liveriiool to take 
oil their route.

Tliesi- ilogs iire aid 'o 
gel isil on (111- ti'iick and seriously affect the result 
of a race, and Captain Hawes has warned li-aiiiers 
about it reiwaledly. .\t one of the ti'acks at a iiii-et- 
iiig not long iigo a ivriaiii liorseman, a elilcken 
fancier, bad his stable near the backsiretcli, and 
bis leghorns and eoebiiis used to llntier over aii-l 
seiateli for worms on the ti'iiek. It is not i-ecorded 
that llielr industry wsis magiiiliceiitly rewardeil, but 
llie.v kept on grubldiig for maiiiia in the wilderness, 
so to speak, and sevei-al times chose i-aee time for 
their opei'atioiis. Their sipiawks and llutterliigs as 
the horses Imu-c down upon them dhlii’t e.xactly tend 
to steady the nerves of the highly strung lliorough 
breds, and natui'ally Captain Hawes l-.ad a lieate-1 
discussion with the owner of the fowls.

'JTio Bureau of Animal Industry In the United 
Btates Department of Apricultiire is seekint; infor- 
mation as to the cost of lireedinp and raisiiiK tlior- 
oiiahhreds for tlie market f»r tlie track, wilh an 
lilea of eucoiirapin? farmers who own light mares 
to i>euelit. hy mating them with tiiorotighhreds if 
it is found that the cost be not too great. The fol- 
lowing is a letter to John E. Madden and his answer 
on the subject:

Lexington, Ky, : 

Dear Sir — As yon are probably aware I am oolleet- 
Ing information eom'er'niug the comparative cost of 
raising horses for the market and fi>r the racetrack, 
tills luforraalion will l»e based on the statements 
ot reliable breeders, and will, as far as possilde, 
elinw the relative •’net of raising roadsters, carriage 
horses, saddlers, standardhreds and thoroughbreds. 

I would lie greatly «>bllge<l if you could fiirnisli 
me witb a .slalemeiit of tlie co.st of raising a race 
liorse np to ilie time he is placed in training, as 
shown by your ex|s*rieiice. 

This information is asked for simply because there 
Is a dearth of it in our horse literature. The De- 
partment d<H*B not opiiose tlie breeding of horses 
for racing purpo.ses, hut indeed lielieves that wliere 
farmers have light mares much lienoflt can be de- 
rived by tile nse of sound standardlireil and tlior- 
onghbreil sires of good conformation, size, quality 
and action. What we wish to know is whether 
such farmers should develop the offspring of such 
matings for tlio general market or for the racetrack.
